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NOTE  TO  REVIEWERS 


1.  This  Graphic  Supplement  contains  all  of  the  major  maps  which  support  the  text  of  the  Rocky 
Mountain  Pipeline  Project  (RMPP)  Environmental  Impact  Statement  (EIS).  It  is  not  expected  that 
changes  will  be  made  to  these  maps  between  the  publication  of  the  draft  EIS  and  the  final  EIS.  At  this 
time,  there  are  no  plans  to  reissue  the  Graphic  Supplement  to  accompany  the  final  EIS.  Please  save  it 
for  reference  when  reviewing  the  final  EIS. 

2.  All  base  information  for  maps  was  derived  from  various  U.S  Geological  Survey  (USGS)  maps.  The 
maps  used  for  maps  S-2  through  S-19  depicting  the  pipeline  routes  were  derived  from  USGS 
topographic  maps  at  a  scale  of  1 :250,000.  These  maps  were  then  reduced  to  80  percent  of  the  original 
size.

4.  The  presentation  of  information  for  the  RMPP  on  these  maps,  particularly  the  route  positioning,  is 
only  approximate.  The  pipeline  route  position  for  the  proposed  action,  alternatives,  and  variations  varies 
within  a  1-mile  wide  corridor.  Location  of  the  proposed  action  was  transferred  from  the  Rocky  Mountain 
Pipeline  Company  filing  of  September  8.  1980,  with  the  Federal  Energy  Regulatory  Commission,  docket 
number  CP79-424.  Locations  of  alternative  routes  were  developed  by  the  RMPP  EIS  team. 

5.  Milepost  determinations  for  the  proposed  action  and  alternatives  were  made  using  a  consistent 
measuring  technique.  No  allowance  was  made  for  elevational  changes. 

6.  The  proposed  action  is  measured  from  milepost  (MP)  0  to  MP  610.  The  point  where  each 
alternative  leaves  the  proposed  action  is  designated  as  MP  0.  Thus,  the  total  length  of  Alternative  B, 
Sanpete  Valley,  which  would  leave  the  proposed  action  at  MP  176  and  would  rejoin  it  at  MP  356,  would 

equal  the  proposed  action  MP  0  to  MP  176  (176  miles);  plus  alternative  B  itself.  MP  0  to  MP  200  (200  O 

miles);  plus  the  proposed  action  MP  356  to  MP  610  (254  miles).  Total  length:  630  miles.  *JJ

8.  The  locations  of  maintenance  bases  and  double-jointing  yards  shown  are  hypothetical.  The 
locations  of  block  valves  for  the  proposed  action  are  subject  to  change.  Block  valve  locations  on  the 

alternatives  have  not  been  determined,  so  they  are  not  shown.  Tl^ 

9.  The  depiction  of  land  status  traversed  by  various  pipeline  routes  is  general:  tracts  less  than  1/2  mile  o  £»  o  ' 
(less  than  1  mile  on  map  S-20)  of  a  particular  land  status  are  not  shown  because  of  map  scale.  Land 

status  designations  are  limited  to  the  categories  shown.  Most  subcategories  were  found  to  be  too  small   & 

to  present  effectively.  rr
